In 
regards to the applicant's arguments, examiner maintains the previously discussed reasoning. In addition, "to construe Schutz as 
disclosing a multiple component plastic pin would render the pin inoperative for its intended purpose" is not an accurate statement; the 
plastic pin (32) of Schutz comprising an insulated holding surface (42) and a metallized contact surface (40) would be fully operative 
(Reference is made to Figures 2a, 2b). In regards to applicant's argument of claim 8, examiner maintains the rejection is proper. In . 
addition, applicant has misconstrued the usage of the teaching of Worrell et al. Examiner utilized Worrell et al. as a teaching of a multi- 
component plastic surface, that would increase the aesthetic appeal of the steering wheel by adding "an outer soft cover or pad" (Worrell 
et al., column 2, line 66), not as a teaching of structure that would replace the cover of Schutz. 
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
